folks from 200 miles away. Your 
commission hopefully will pro- 
vide the major input."

President Ford's big drive to 
revise the streamline govern- . 
nient regulatory practices has... 
already failed. — __IT "'';"_'' 

I say that because of 
well-founded reports that White 
House strategists are backing 
away from the legislative 
approach while insisting '., the 
way to achieve reform is by 
prodding the regulatory agen-^ 
ciesand commissions to act on 
their own. 

This is precisely what the 
nation's 66,000 regulators 
wanted to happen. They want 




the privilege of deciding their 
own future. The Administration, 
seems to forget that the trouble 
which now exists was created 
by the people they hope will 
correct it. 

interested observers, in and 
out of Congress, report that the 
regulatory agencies are fully as 
obstinate and intractable as 
they always have been when 
urged to cut down on the 
inefficiency, stupidity and red 
tape with which they have 
adorned their activities. 

From the very beginning it 
has been known that the 
problem in the regulatory 



section of government would 
require far more than cam- 
paign rhetoric and cozy summit 
meetings at the White House 
between Administration bosses 
and agency heads. 

In years past these things 
have always resolved them- 
selves in the same pattern. A 
meeting is held, complaints are 
aired, concern is expressed, the 
commissions involved vow to do 
better and that is the end of the 
whole thing.- Nothing construc- 
tive results, and the regulators 
go on their merry way doing 
exactly what they want to, when 
they want to do it. 

Another reason the Presi- 
dent's campaign isn't getting 
off the ground is that it was 
launched prematurely. White 
House strategists rushed ahead 
with the idea of regulatory 
reform before they , had fully 
examined the problems and 
decided on feasible approaches. 
Consequently, there is a great 
deal of confusion around Jhe 
White House on this issue, and 
the Administration itself is 
bogged down in differences over 
how best to come to grips. with 
it. 

In addition, the campaign has 
failed to develop the political 
attraction that . some White 
House experts had hoped it 
would. The popularity of : the 
regulatory reform drive, at 
present, seems pretty well 
confined to the business 
community and portions of the 
economy which feel the weight 
of government regulation most* 
directly.
